The  SfK-akcrs'  Patriotic  League  wa«  jr^anized  itk  Marrli.  .''15,  arxl 
ijimmenced  active  operations  in  the  fol!  )\ving  month.    In  \\\r  memorati 
•  him  then  issueti,  the  pun^ses  of  the  I.eaijur  were  set  fortii  suhsiantially 
as  follows  :  — 

To  eiliicate  jnihlic  opinion  throughout  tlic  country  as  to  the  pressing 
needs  of  the  Kmpire  for  men  and  money;  to  co-ordinate  and  stimulate 
all  the  various  activities  working  to  this  end,  and  to  augment  the  various 
patriotic  funds  without  however  estalilishing  any  fund  of  its  own.  Cam 
paigns  were  to  he  carried  on  as  the  needs  of  tlie  military  an('  relief 
situations  dictated,  it  being  understood  that  whenever  tho  recruiting  of 
men  foi  O-.erseas  service  or  the  raising  of  funils  for  patriotic  and  relief 
l)urpnses,  appeared  to  he  lau(.;ing  in  any  particular  district,  those 
enrolled  in  the  Speakers'  Tatruttic  League  should  he  availahle  for  pro- 
moting the  organization  of  local  committees  to  carry  on  this  work,  and 
to  provide  '»eakers  to  address  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  arousing  the 
general  public  of  such  districts,  and  for  securing  an  adequate  response. 

The  formation  of  tiie  League  was  due  to  two  somcv.hat  concurrent 


movements.     Mr.  N.  F.  Davidson,  K.C".,  found,  ear!-,

spoke  in  various  municij)alities  of  our  Military  Division,  the  need  of 
some  organization  wh'ch  could  supply  speakers  and  organizers  to  aid 
both  in  the  stimtdation  of  patriotic  endeavor  and  in  the  organization  of 
it  for  definite  needs.  Recruiting  was  being  done  in  such  a  desultory 
way  'hat  it  had  praci!'-ally  no  effect  upon  the  community  as  a  whole, 
and  the  needs  of  the  Patriotic  Fnnd  were  being  completely  overlooked 
in  a  jreat  many  places.  While  tin-  Red  Cross  Society  had  organizations 
of  women  at  work,  there  was  no  attempt  being  made  to  collect  money 
for  tiic  Red  Cross  at  all  commensurate  with  its  claims.  Karly  in  the 
year,  Mr.  Davidson  called  the  attention  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to 
these  facts  and,  locally.  the  organization  of  this  League  might  be  said 
to  be  Jue  to  Mr.  Davidson's  efforts. 

At  the  same  time,  Sir  Herbert  Ames  war  working  'n  a  more  sta- 
tistical way  in  Ottawa.  He  found  that  those  counties  wh'  :h  had  given 
fewest  men  were  al.so  weak  so  fa.-  as  contributions  to  the  Patriotic  Fund 
were  conceined.  He  evolved  the  idea  of  having  organizations  foimed 
in  each  Mibtarv'  Division,  with  a  central  organization  at  Ottawa,  which 
would  aid  recruitine  and  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

His  Honour,  tuo  Lieutenant-dovernor.  called  a  meeting  of  a  nun'- 
ber  of  gentlemen  who  had  manifested  their  interest  in  p;  triotic  work. 
This  meeting  was  held  in  C  -vernment  House  on  March  2nd,  1915.  and 
the  work  of  the  League,  as  defined  above,  was  agreed  upon. 

Following  this,  the  organization  work  was  continued  at  meetings 
held  on  March  12th  and  March  19th,  and  a  public  meeting  was  called

All  the  office  expenses  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
C  entral  Kecruiting  Committee  have  been  home  l.v  the  Speakers'  Pat- 
riotic League;  conse<|uently,  all  the  money  provided  through  voluntarv 
and  county  contributions  l.y  the  Recruiting  Committee  has  been  used 
for  recruiting  purposes  only.  (The  amount  disbursed  to  date  is  $10  400  ) 
Colonel  W  illiams  letter  is  as  clear  and  definite  a  statement  as  is  needed 
with  regard  to  the  place  which  the  Speakers'  Patriotic  League  has  taken 
in  the  recruiting  activities  of  this  Division. 

The  thanks  of  the  League  are  due  to  the  manv  ladies  and  gentle- 
men who  have  given  their  services  as  speakers,  at  the  League's  reciuest 
without  remuneration,  and  have  done  such  excellent  service  Many  of 
the  speakers  whom  we  have  sent  out  have  placed  tliemselves  unre- 
servedly at  our  disposal.  This  has  been  of  the  greatest  possible  assist- 
ance in  the  arrangement  of  meetings. 

In  addition  to  the  speakers,  due  acknowle.lgment  should  be  made 
to  the  friends  of  the  League  who  have  contributed  so  generously  to- 
ward Its  support.    All  the  money  received  came  from  voluntary  contri- 
butions, and  the  vyork  of  the  League  was.  naturally,  in  the  last  analysis 
dependent  upon  those  through  whose  generosity  it  was  supported  '      '
